City Bombing, which is combined with various US, state and city charts; 
this by Basil Fearrington, a talented writer new to Considerations. There 
are several articles on rectification, one by our sage friend from Switzerland, 
Eric Weil, who uses degree symbols, solar returns and inbetweenity to identify 
the correct birth date of the painter Georges Braque. Another, by Frank 
Jakubowsky, detailing a very different methodology to find first the year and 
then the day and time when Fidel Castro was born. If you are not familiar with 
Frank’s approach, prepare to be utterly astonished. And do try it yourself, his 
results have been startlingly accurate, Prier Wintle doesn’t care for the 
birthtime of Ronald Reagan that Nick Sutherland and Ross Harvey suggested 
an issue or two ago, he explains why and uses some “old-fashioned” basic as- 
trology to propose an alternative — with which Ross in turn disagrees. In 
marked contrast to these rectification matters, we have Julie Mullette taking a 
(much needed?) philosophical look at how astrologers approach their subject, 
while Doug Saunders presents the results of his analysis of the charts of mur- 
derers and their victims — “t’was them planetary nodes that done it, mister!” 
Financial astrology, represented here with a case study by Bill Meridian, is 
a subject worth in-depth study; any prediction is clearly right or wrong, there’s 
really no in-between. Whether astrologically-based investing occurs simply “on 
paper” or in actuality, there are none of the maybes that plague prediction from 
an individual’s horoscope. There are few better ways of identifying how planets 
combine together than observing the transits of the slower bodies over the chart 
of the “first trade” of a company on the stock exchange. Teachers should con- 
sider using these as example charts in their classes, their students will then 
quickly grasp how transits and progressions can manifest. We do have to be 
careful though, there is the ever-present danger that we could become too accu- 
rate in our work — is that really something astrologers should be doing?

URING A VISIT to an exhibition in Basel on Braque and 

Picasso, I suddenly felt the need to study the horoscope of 

Braque and especially in regard to the period of his grand 

friendship with Pablo Picasso that started roughly in 1907 and 
ended abruptly in 1914 at the beginning of the First World War. 

Back in Geneva I immediately checked the database of birth records of 
the CEDRA and found that Georges Braque had been born on May 9, 
1882 at 2:30 a.m. in Argenteuil near Paris. 

However, two information sources being better than one, and having 
had some bad experiences in the past, I contacted Mr. J. M. Pallud, Vice 
President of the Groupement d'Astrologie Previsionnelle (GAP) in Ge- 
neva, who has a large data collection. He informed me that he had two 
different birth dates for Georges Braque each with a different time. These 
dates were May 9, 1882 at 2:30 a.m. (2:21 a.m. GMT) according to offi- 
cial records and May 13, 1882 at 9:00 p.m. (8:51 p.m. GMT) according 
to information provided by Madame Gauquelin. 

In the meantime I had consulted various encyclopedias which always 
gave the same information, that is May 13, 1882. 

It is at this moment that a change occurred in the project I had origi- 
nally planned. My earlier interest in the friendship between these two 
painting giants had been replaced by a desire to find out which of the 
Braque dates was the correct one. 

We are here confronted with an Ascendant in }{ for the birth of May 9 
and an Ascendant in »% for the birth of May 13. In the first instance the 
Midheaven is in %, in the second it is in ~. 


EGREE SYMBOLS OF THE MOONS 
D: started my research with the symbolic pictures of the degrees 

for the two lunar positions. The pictures attributed to the degrees 
sometimes give rather astounding results. Here I have used the pictures 
given by the Swiss astrologer Karl Hitschler in his book, Le secret des 
360 degrees symboliques (The Secret of the 360 Symbolic Degrees), and 
also those in Andre CostesSque’s Les correspondances symboliques des 
degrees du zodiaque (The Symbolic Correspondances of the Degrees of 
the Zodiac).

For May 9th, the ) is at 29°37’ %, a position which involves both 29° and 
30° of the Sign. 

For these two degrees Hitschler gives: 

29° 6: “A beautiful woman on a stool” or “Near a pond in a solitary 
landscape a statue of a woman lies in the grass like a handsome long 
body.” 

30° 6: “A fish's tail” or “A man plays the flute amidst an aviary of 
which the birds are familiar and all over brilliant bowls fall, like the ones 
that come from fire rockets.” 

By contrast Andre CostesSque gives for 0° #: “a brutal end, some- 
thing that finishes before its final achievement, something that aborts.” 
This does not seem to correspond to the life of our subject.

For the alternative May 13th birth the ) is at 7°37’ T. For 7° and 8° 
T Hitschler says: 

7° T : “An armored man holding an arrow resting on the bow” or “A 
solitary path in the country that reaches a little forest; the path is lined by 
a wall which projects a line of shadow in which a fox runs in the direction 
of the little forest.” 

8° T : “A man wearing a helmet and holding a sling in his right hand” 
or “An angry man provokes others who quictly play with balls on a public 
place. Holding a dagger in his hand, having ripped to pieces a poster, he 
stamps on his feet in anger noting the little result he has obtained.” 

For 7° T CostesSque speaks of a military sense and one should not 
forget that Braque was gravely injured during World War I. 

In summary, although the lunar positions do not give a clear answer, 
the remarks of CostesSque do give a slight preference to the horoscope of 
May 13.

URROUNDING PLANETS. 

I am applying here the theory of planetary surroundings (also 

known as “in-betweens”) so brilliantly advocated by the late Alex- 
andre Volguine. 

As there is some doubt about the day of birth, the solar positions 
should to be studied first. For the May 9th birth, the © is surrounded by ¥ 
and ¥. For birth on May 13th, the © is between % and P. The sense of 
creativity would appear better indicated by ¥/ than by SP. 

Let us now consider the planets on either side of the two MCs. Surpris- 
ingly both birth charts have the MC surrounded by the same planets, 
and the ). However, there is a distinct difference. In the May 9th chart, 
the ) is at the end of the XIth House; whereas for May 13th the ) is on 
the cusp of the IVth House, in an angular position, and applying to trine 
the Ascendant. During lectures I gave years ago in Germany and Austria,

I was able to clearly demonstrate that in the cases of famous people the ) 
is almost always emphasized by being angular or by aspecting an angle. 
In certain cases this can be replaced by the ) surrounding one of the an- 
gles, i.e., being the next to cross or the last that did cross the angle. Now, 
the scale tips more in favor of the horoscope of May 13. Of course we will 
have to find other indications confirming this choice. 

Looking at the Ascendants: the May 9 Ascendant is surrounded by the 
) and %. For a man who was such an innovator in painting (cubism), it is 
difficult to accept this combination of a ® ), which signifies the "old," 
and + in the fixed Sign of & — even with 4 ¢ ¥. 

The horoscope of May 13 is totally different; here we find the Ascen- 
dant between the ) and XX. The ) is in good aspect to ¥, the planct of de- 
signing, and trines the Ascendant. As both the Ascendant and the Mid- 
heaven are surrounded by the same planets, this May 13 chart becomes 
more important. 
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W: KNOW that the painter reached the respectable age of 81 
years. This means that, in principle, he should have a rather 
strong horoscope. Let us take only the aspects of the © and the 
) in the two charts. We can ignore the ©’s conjunctions. 

Chart of May 9: © is 108° from the ), quintile @ and o ¥. The ) is 
closely o° &, 108° from %, @ X, 108° from ¥ and a PB:

Consequently, the second chart is much less afflicted as the first one. 

I then calculated the two Solar Returns for the year the artist died. The 
Return of May 9 (figure 3) has the Ascendant in = in the VIIth birth 
House. The © is in the VIUth solar-return House, followed by ¥. There is 
a © Od’ aspect. This Solar Revolution is definitely afflicted. 

What about the solar return chart of May 13 (figure 4)? This time the 
Ascendant is in Q and falls in the VIIIth House of birth and is 0 ©. The 
orb is very small. Near the Ascendant we find ¢' which in the birth chart 
was in the VIIIth house. In addition, there is an opposition from *% to the 
yearly Ascendant. In the May 9 solar return, the Ascendant also had an 
opposition, but it came from , and the aspect was wider. 


Y CONCLUSION from all of this was that Figure 2, the chart 
Me for 9 p.m. (8:51 p.m. GMT) on May 13, 1882 was the 
correct horoscope for the painter Georges Braque. 

After all this work, I thought it could be interesting to erect a Horary 
chart, to see if at the moment I ended my research, the sky would give 
additional information. It was July 15, 1990 in Crans-sur-Sierre (46N14, 
7E29) at 4:45 p.m. GMT. I was pleasantly surprised. 

As in Figure 2, the chart of May 13, the Horary ) is in T in the [Vth 
House, and the ASC is in ”. 

After having finished this work, thanks to Mr. Maurice Charvet of 
Lyon, President of the CEDRA, and Mrs. Daisy van de Vin of Montpel- 
lier, I received a copy of the original 
birth certificate which confirmed the 
above deductions. 

Approximately one year later, a 
French astrologer published a brief 
notice saying that he had investigated 
the two birthdays and had discovered 
that two Georges Braque had been 
born at the same place four days apart, 
and that it was the painter who was 
born on May 13. 
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Rectifying Fidel Castro’s Chart

// HERE ARE TWO birth dates listed in various biographies for 
Fidel Castro: August 13, 1926 or 1927. This should be an easy 
problem for astrologers to decide, although getting the exact 
time may be more difficult. 

Let’s first try to decide which year he was bom. This rectification 
problem is also a good exercise for demonstrating the use of the Literary 
Pattern Method. This method relates a person’s writing to the planets in 
his or her natal chart. There are three types: clockwise, counterclockwise, 
and number. 

Let’s consider the type which relates the writing to the planets in se- 
quence in a counterclockwise direction. For Castro’s writings I am using 
Fidel and Religion, a book by Frei Betto. This is ideal because it is based 
on an interview with Castro and contains spontaneous expression and little 
editing to change the natural direction of his mind pattern.

As both dates have the same sequence of ¥, then ©, and then ¥, I found 
passages that have a good identification to that pattern. It then becomes a 
question of which year’s planetary sequence continues to fit its pattern 
best to the writing.

In using the Literary Pattern Method it 
is necessary to make judgments on several samples and not only one. 
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Since we are trying to discover a consistent pattern, I try to find a sen- 
tence or paragraph that seems to have a good relationship to a planet, and 
then to validate for a continuing relationship. If one is right and the se- 
quence of writing follows that within the birth chart then everything just 
falls into place. 

If your decision for the test was A then that fits the pattern for 1926. If 
it was B, then it was for 1927. I concluded that it was B, and so I believe 
Fidel Castro was born in 1927. 

These test sentences came from four Castro quotes, on pages 49, 58, 
90 and 93. These replies by Castro to Frei Betto’s questions fit the coun- 
terclockwise pattern of the planets for August 13, 1927. These few sen- 
tences should give readers a fair idea how the writing relates to the plan- 
ets. Generally it is one sentence per planet. 

The confusion of the year of birth is due to his parents changing the 
birthdate on his records back a year so that he could attend school earlier. 
This was explained by Castro’s older brother, Ramon, who was asked by 
Lionel Martin. Sce the footnote in Martin’s book The Early Fidel. 


literary pattern method for rectification, we begin by narrowing 
the time period and finding where in the sequence of planets the 
Ascendant comes. If there is an extra paragraph or sentence in the coun- 
terclockwise pattern and if this extra paragraph or sentence is of a per- 
sonal character, we can say between which two planets the Ascendant lies. 
On pages 172-177 of Betto’s book Castro gives a long talk, which by 
paragraphs fits his counterclockwise planetary pattern. The first para- 
graph has a X character and the last a 4 one. There are 19 paragraphs. 
That means there is an extra one. This is the eighth, which I consider has 
an Ascendant quality: 


Ne= WE CAN proceed with a normal rectification. To use the 


“T myself was surprised to see just how much racial prejudice existed in our 
country. Right away, the first insidious campaigns began: that the Revolution 
proposed that whites should marry blacks, that we were going to insist on 
mixed marriages. That kind of insidious campaign. I had to go on television 
more than once to explain these problems, saying that this was a lie, that it was 
insidious, that we respected the freedom of each person in all decisions of this 
kind — but that we wouldn’t permit injustice or discrimination on the job, at 
school, in industry or in recreational facilitics. 1 had to argue and explain, be- 
cause all sorts of insidious slander campaigns began. Undoubtedly, the privi- 
leged sectors began to feel affected by the revolution.” 


That paragraph was between those associated with 2 and 4. On 
August 13, 1927, 2 is around 24° Tl) and % at 1° ~. I found three other 
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examples that confirmed the presence of an extra Ascendant paragraph 
between these same two planets, on pages 145, 145-148 and 202-207. 

Further confirmation came when the pattern was identified by sen- 
tences. Many with an Ascendant quality appear in the first part of what is 
otherwise a 4 sentence. These are some examples: 


“As I said, we’re investing to improve quality.” 

“I spend twelve years in boarding schools. I could go home only once every 
three months.” 

“But, as I’ve already explained.” 

“I'd say that.” 

“I was sent there.” 

“April 24 was my saint’s day, because there’s a saint called Fidel,” 

“That’s why I’d say.” 

“He bequcathed me his name in that I’d been called Fidel.” 


These also confirm the year as they all occur between the sentences 
allocated to 2 and %. For 1926 the planet before » in the counterclockwise 
sequence was the ). 

Even though we have plenty of examples of this type, it doesn’t further 
narrow the time span. It does give us confidence that we are on the right 
track. 


narrow the birth time down to a few minutes. There is a number 

type in which we can relate a person’s writing to the planets when 
these are arranged according to the degree they occupy in their Signs. If 
we then find an Ascendant quality between two planets, we can say that 
the degree of the Ascendant is between the degrees occupied by these two 
planets. This doesn’t tell us the Sign involved, but we already know that 
Castro’s Ascendant is between 24° Tf and 1° 7. 

The number type is a fast moving pattern and so it may relate to 
phrases or sentences. I found a half dozen samples for the number type 
where the Ascendant was between Pluto and the Sun. 

Here are some examples of the Ascendant from the number type:

Let’s take a number type example and actually see how it fits the 


writing. This lengthy excerpt is from pages 108-109 of Fidel and Relig- 
jon. It is a transcript of a taped interview, so we have Fidel Castro in a 
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conversational situation. The editors of the book had the problem of con- 
verting it into sentences and introducing punctuation. We don’t need to 
relate the writing exactly sentence by planet, but I will follow it very much 
as it was recorded and identify the appropriate planet following each rele- 
vant piece: 


“I remember those election campaigns = ». I’m talking about when I was 
ten = §. I knew a lot about politics by the time I was ten, because I’d seen so 
many things = \. 

I even remember that, when I was 
home on vacation during one election 
period — I’d been sent to the city to 
study when I was five — the safe that 
was kept in the room where I slept be- 
came a problem = XX. You know that 
children like to sleep late, but I couldn’t, 
because there was a lot of coming and 
going very early in the morning — 
around 5:30 — during the election cam- 
paign =o". The safe was constantly be- 
ing opened and closed, making an un- 
avoidable metallic noise =P. The ward 
heelers would arrive, and they had to be 
given money = ASC. And let me tell you 
that all this was done in the most altruistic spirit, because my father did it out 
of friendship = ©. I don’t remember a single instance — apart from the loans 
— when Don Fidel solved any of my father’s problems or gave him funds for 
political campaigns = 9. My father undertook those expenses on his own = ¥. 
That’s what politics was like, and that’s what I learned as a child = ). 

There were a number of people who controlled a certain number of votes, 
specially in the remoter areas, because the people who lived closer in were 
controlled directly by the most trusted employees on the farm = », But ward 
heclers who controlled 80 to 100 votes would come from 30 to 40 kilometers 
away = 9. Afterwards, those votes had to appear in the corresponding electoral 
college, or the ward heeler lost his prestige, award or job = 4. That’s what 
election campaigns were like in the country = X. 

The man who was supposed to become my godfather, the poor one, the Hai- 
tian consul, had some difficulties then. In 1933, the Machado tyranny was 
overthrown by a revolution = P. I was seven in 1933 = ASC and, at the begin- 
ning, that revolution passed some laws of a nationalistic nature = ©. At that 
time, many people were unemployed and were starving, while, for example, 
many stores in Havana that were owned by Spaniards would employ only 
Spaniards = 9. There was a nationalist demand that a percentage of the jobs be 
given to Cubans = ¥. It may have been a fair demand in principle, but in prac- 
tice, it gave rise to some cruel measures in certain circumstances, taking jobs 
away from pcople who, though they were foreigners, were very poor and had no 
other way to carn a living = D. 
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I can still remember with sorrow — with genuine sorrow — how, for ex- 
ample, in Santiago de Cuba and the rest of Oriente Province, they started to 
expel the Haitian immigrants who'd lived in Cuba for many years = 4. Those 
Haitians had left their country years before, fleeing from starvation = 3. They 
grew and cut sugar cane, making great sacrifices, tremendous sacrifices = \, 
Their wages were so low they were almost slaves = M. I think — in fact, ’m 
absolutely sure — that nineteenth century slaves had a higher standard of living 
and better care than those Haitians = o".

How do you relate the sentences on the opposite page, to ¥ or to the )? 
The sentences are given in pairs. 

Again, it is necessary to decide either A or B for all of these questions. 
If you chose A, then Castro has a TL Ascendant; if you chose B, he has 
rising. I have chosen A, so I believe he has a Tl, Ascendant. By combining 
these different results, I can say that Fidel Castro was bom on August 13, 
1927 and that his Ascendant is between 16°21’ and 19°57’ of Tl, or about 
12:07 p.m. at Mayari, Cuba.

IHAT IS AS far as the Literary Pattern Method can take us. We 

must now examine the resulting chart from a purely astrological 

viewpoint to see if it does in fact fit with what we know about his 
life. 

With the © at the Midheaven, this is a very powerful chart. There is a 
strong Grand Trine in Fire that involves four planets: o” at 2° 2, % at 1° 
%, and 4 o at 2° T. This is the chart of a man of action, who is also 
blessed. With his ) in #% he is a revolutionary with a feeling for freedom, 
and his Tl. Ascendant indicates his war-like nature and willingness to put 
his life on the line. His P is * 0”, so his fighting spirit comes naturally. 

His ) in #* opposes ¥ in Q. This gives him his communistic ideals of 
freedom for the common man, and also the idea of conflict between those 
in authority and the masses. Any opposition aspect is also a complimen- 
tary one so there has been a partnership relationship with those in author- 
ity within the Communist movement. Cuba received a lot of help from 
Russia. 

His father died on October 21, 1956, coincident with »’s return to 1° 
*', which is another reason for a 1927 birth rather than one in 1926.

In 1953 Castro launched what was called the July 26 Movement, 
which led to the overthrow of the Cuban government. On July 26 of that 
year he led an attack against the Moncada barracks. It was a disaster, 
Castro himself was taken prisoner and many of the movement were killed. 
The transit © is at 2° 2 on July 26, ¢ his natal ¥, an indication of the im- 
portant role his writings had in organizing the July 26 Movement. That 
this is part of his Grand Trine probably helped save his life. 

What he wrote about his time in prison, is a good description of 2 the 
tuler of his XIIth House located in TI in the XIth: 

“What a fantastic school this prison is! Here, I have forged my vision of the 
world and found the meaning of my life. Will it be long or short? I do not 
know. Fruitful or sterile? But there is something I feel reaffirming itself within 
me; my passionate desire to sacrifice and struggle.”

/ HE Associated Press reported that the bombing took place on 

April 19, 1995 at 9:04 am.

We certainly could not have 

suggested, before the fact, that an event like the Oklahoma bombing could 

take place based on these measurements alone. Let's look further. 

Uranian astrology has shown us the importance of the T point in a 

horoscope.

0° T. Look to see if there is anything at 0° of the other Cardinal Signs or 
at 15° of the Fixed Signs (1° orb). The second way is to use a midpoint 
Sort. I prefer the 45° Sort. Anything located at 44°, 0° or 1° is aspecting 
0° T. 

In the horoscope drawn for the moment of the bombing, the midpoint 
between K and P is at 0° 6, 0 0° T! We can easily see this on the Sort. o” 
at 15° © is also aspecting the T point, creating the powerful midpoint 
picture, o” = /P!

potentials. How do we tie this volatile picture specifically to Oklahoma 
City? 

Oklahoma City was "born" on April 22, 1889 (figure #2). This chart 
has 27° T-~ on the cusps of its Xth and [Vth Houses. The Lunar Eclipse 
prior to the date of the bombing occurred on April 15 at 12:08 p.m. GMT 
or 7:08 a.m. CDT in Oklahoma City (figure #3). Please take note that the 
meridian of the Oklahoma City chart is exactly the same as the horizon of 
the lunar eclipse chart. An Astro*Carto*Graphy map drawn for the lunar 
eclipse shows the © and ) lines going through the State of Oklahoma, just 
away from Oklahoma City (shown in the horoscope by the 2° o to the ho- 
rizon). To add to this, the State of Oklahoma, was "born" on November 
16, 1907 at 12:04 p.m. CST in Guthrie (figure #4). It has 0° + Rising, 
the exact degree of transiting \ at the time of the bombing!

CDT, April 15, 1995 


homa was susceptible to the volatility suggested by the bombastic picture 
at the 0° T point. 


IHIS WAS such a major news event that people managed to mo-

can consciousness. Can this event be seen in the horoscope of the United 
States? Any talk of the horoscope of the United States leads to one of the 
longest running debates in astrology, exceeded only by the Placidus vs. 

I've talked with many astrolo- 
gers about the horoscope of the United States and I don't know that I've 
secn as much defensiveness on any other subject in astrology. I have no 
intention of adding to the controversy here but it is important, within the 
context of this article, to explain my reasons for using the charts that I 
use.

It has been documented in many places that the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, with the ceremonial ringing of the freedom bells, 
took place at 2:19 p.m. LMT, July 4, 1776 in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 
I have no idea at all what the commonly used 2:13 AM time (the II Rising 
chart) refers to. I have not been able to get a straight, factual answer from 
anyone that uses this chart. However, it seems to have validity. I use it as 
a horary chart that symbolizes that moment in history when this country 
made a conscious decision to become free of British domination. I do not 
personally believe that a decision to make efforts towards freedom is the 
criteria to use for a horoscope of a country so I use another horoscope 
that, to me, represents the first time that the States acted upon a central 
government apart from the British. This horoscope (figure #5) was recti- 
fied by astrologer David Solte in his book, Scorpionic America. It is 
timed for November 11, 1777 at 5:52:56 GMT in York, Pa.

Whenever I look at a prospective chart of the United States, one 
of the things that I do is compare it with the horoscopes of United States 
Presidents. Interestingly, I found that there is not one man that has been 
President of the United States who does not have a planet or angle in 
conjunction or opposition to the planets in Tl of Solte’s rectified chart.

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It also seems that huge newsmakers, impact makers, have planetary activ- 
ity in this axis. Tim McVeigh's (one of the men arrested in connection 
with the bombing) % is at 4° &! Off the top of my head I can think of the 
following newsmakers that have planetary activity within this axis: O.J. 
Simpson, Nicole Simpson, Elvis Presley, Charles Manson, Martin Luther

of the reasons why I’m comfortable with this horoscope. For those of you 
interested in mundane astrology, I urge you to take note of this horoscope 
and research it for yourself with transits, solar arcs, secondary progres- 
sions, and with the fine-tuning of tertiary progressions.

gers are all aware of the importance and significance of the Great Con- 
junction that occurs between 4 and % approximately every twenty years. 
It is the symbol of law and order, justice and enforcement. When the con- 
junction occurs upon the Midheaven or Ascendant of a nation, that nation 
is going to play an important role in the playing out of this 4-4 symbol- 
ism. History is made! 

The next 4 o& % occurs on May 29, 2000 at 4:05 p.m. GMT (figure 
#6). The conjunction itself is in near exact conjunction to Israel’s © and 
opposed the U.S. ©!

That the conjunction 
takes place on the Midheaven in our nation’s capital suggests that this

Finally, transiting E will have just crossed the Ascendant/Meridian 
of these two charts. These synastric ties and the horoscope of the Great 
Conjunction all spell out one thing - war! The United States will probably 
be drawn into war in its role as an ally to Israel and we really have to be 
wary about the Plutonian activity around the angles because of P’s sym- 
bolic tie with atomic warfare.

And finally, three very prominent measurements were taking place in 
both U.S. charts: Solte's chart shows solar arc P = ©/K, exact at the end 
of March; converse tertiary progressed o* o © (exact on April 21); and 
the Il-Rising chart had transiting X at the ©/) midpoint. The analysis is 
complete! 

Astrologers are very good at seeing the portents of disaster after the 
destruction has taken its toll. It is my hope that this after-the-fact analysis 
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contributes in some way to help us to use astrology in helping to avert 
disasters. Is there anyone among us that can pick the moment of the next 
major earthquake? I think that, until we are able to do this and until we 
are able to use astrology to help avert disasters, we must face the realiza- 
tion that we arc all still growing. And, as I watch on television the faces of 
the grief-stricken families in Oklahoma City, I must add that we have

A cursory glance at the sunrise charts for these dates and locations 
shows a high incidence of close o’-% aspects. Degree areas are also high- 
lighted. On six of the dates either the © was at 18-19° II- or the ) was 
in a 15° aspect to these same degrees; on three of the dates o” was at 28- 
29° £2 and on another six occasions o’, within a 1° orb, was aspecting this 
same §2 placement (9 out of 18!); on five of the dates the sunrise MC was 
at 9° of a Sign. The wide spread of the dates suggests the emphasis at 
these degree areas may be meaningful.

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, ] HEN we don’t know a person’s birthtime, like many astrolo- 
gers, we use a chart for sunrise on the person’s birthday. We

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The Handbook of Celtic Astrology 
by Helena Paterson 
Published by Llewellyn Publications, 1994. 274 pages. $15. 


This book is a marriage between the solar zodiac and the thirteen divisions 
of the Celtic lunar calendar. The bulk of the book is laid out in cook-book 
format presenting a mythological and character description for each tree, 
then delineating the planets, Ascendant and Midheaven in each decanate of 
the division. Ms. Paterson is coming from several disciplines including the 
Qabalah, Theosophy and the tarot, as well as astrology. She uses the de- 
canates attributed to Firmicus Maternus, which I feel sit oddly with the 
Celtic tree divisions, but their use blends with the cook-book format and 
they enable her to give descriptions within a narrow band of degrees for 
each tree. 

The descriptions start with Beth (the Birch Tree) which is the first let- 
ter of the Ogham alphabet and in the lunar calendar comes just after the 
winter solstice, which Ms. Paterson suggests was the beginning of the 
Celtic year. My own research indicates that earlier Celts ended and began 
their year with the festival of Samhain in October/November, but this is 
neither here or there because the point of departure in the Celtic calendar 
would not have the same astrological inferences as the first point of Aries 
in the Tropical zodiac. 

Ms. Paterson suggests a planetary ruler for each tree but I feel this is 
not appropriate for all of them, particularly the hypothetical planets Vul- 
can and Persephone. Even so, it is a delight to see that Earth has not been 
left out, as is often the case in the more usual astrology. 

The section entitled Introduction, dealing with Celtic mythology and 
astrology, is bricf but comprehensive. Ms. Paterson provides ample dia- 
grams and charts, and explains how to crect a Celtic chart, but as she 
supplies all the degrecs with reference to the zodiacal signs, it is easy to 
use the larger cook-book section for quick reference and comparison with 
an ordinary chart without the need to erect a Celtic chart. Only one ex- 
ample is provided (John Major — the British Prime Minister). I would 
have preferred at least three examples, plus much more detailed analyses. 

Although complete planetary rulerships are dubious, the fixed stars are 
important in Celtic astrology and the author has not neglected them, but 
she makes no mention of precession, so the degrees she gives for these and 
the galactic center should be accepted with caution, and recalculated if 
necessary. 
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At the back of the book is a good index, glossary and bibliography. 
These appendices in themselves show that Ms. Paterson is a careful and 
serious researcher, and as an introduction to Celtic astrology, her book is 
important and timely, but although I recommend the book for study and 
use, I have some reservations about combining the solar zodiac with the 
lunar tree divisions. The two systems are fundamentally different and 
more research is needed using the tree divisions on their own in order to 
discover the verity of this ancient yet newly appreciated system, and a 
more appropriate combination than the decanates for exploration might be 
the lunar mansions. 

As it stands, the book could be used as a valuable resource into extra 
dimensions, not only for natal work but also for progressions and transits. 
There is a wealth of interesting and different information here and Helena 
Paterson’s style is easy to read, while the cook-book format allows handy 
reference,

Astrological Research Methods. Volume 1

As most astrological organizations do little more than pay lip service to 
research, it is a pleasure to see this collection of articles published by 
ISAR. The editor is Mark Pottenger, ISAR’s research director. 

The contributors include many who are prominent in the world of as- 
trological research, they are: T. Patrick Davis, Geoffrey Dean, Graham 
Douglas, Suitbert Ertel, Francoise Gauquelin, Charles Harvey, Mavis 
Klein, Nick Kollestrom, Theodor Landscheidt, Jane Lee, Lee Lehman, 
Frank McGillion, Raymond Merriman, Mike O’Neill, Glenn Perry, 
Douglas Pierce, Mark Pottenger, Peter Roberts, Lois Rodden, Ronald 
Tiggle and Mark Urban-Lurain. Several of these contributors have written 
two or more pieces. 

As is only be expected in a work of this nature, the level of the contri- 
butions is somewhat uneven and there is a certain amount of repitition, 
nonetheless this reviewer found most of the articles in this anthology well 
worth reading. I was particularly impressed by Nick Kollerstrom’s piece 
on “Investigating Aspects”, by Theodor Landscheidt’s article entitled 
“Frequency Analysis,” and by Mark Urban-Lurain’s two contributions 
“Introduction to Multivariate Analysis” and “Anecdotal vs. Statistical 
research.” 
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Editor Mark Pottenger has done a fine job in obtaining these contribu- 
tions and arranging them in a sensible sequence. This he does in three sec- 
tions, which he names: 1. The Nature of Research; 2. Research Design, 
Data Collection and Analysis; 3. Special Topics and Future Studies. The 
contributions in each of these three sections are very much of the nature of 
the named classification. 

My only criticism of this fine collection is that I would have been 
happier with fewer broad generalizations and more interested in step-by- 
step explanations of how in a specific situation the researcher obtained 
and defined a pilot sample of data to be analyzed; how he determined the 
control against which it was to be compared; and then exactly how step- 
by-step the analysis occured, with detailed explanation of the methodology 
used and examples from the raw data; the criteria applied to determine the 
validity of any initial results; and finally the steps taken to validate the 
hypotheses and findings obtained in this initial evaluation. In other words, 
less theory and more practical examples. It would have been valuable to 
have had at least one how-to example, tracing a research project from 
start to finish. Kollerstrom’s article does this to some extent, though even 
here there is insufficient description of the down-in-the-pits work. How- 
ever, if one ignores this so-important and time-consuming aspect of any 
research project, one can cull selectively from the various articles in this 
volume a good description of just about every one of the needed steps. But 
selective culling is necessary. We are informed that this is Volume I, so at 
least one future anthology of this nature is planned, and this omission may 
then be rectified. 

This is a book astrology has been needing for a long time. One can 
carp at minor discrepencies and omissions, but all-in-all Mark Pottenger, 
the contributors and ISAR have produced a very useful book, one that 
should be available to and referenced by anyone contemplating research 
into astrological phenomena. Congratulations to all concerned.

Y TOPIC IS MURDER. Don’t think that I chose this subject 
because of some morbidity in my character, because that is 
not so. Instead I chose the subject for other reasons. 
First, my daughter has contributed to a magazine called 
Real-Life Crimes from which I have a ready source of birth 
dates. The exact time of birth is not necessary for my purpose. 

Second, dealing with murder is dealing with facts. Indisputable facts 
with respect to Astrology pleasure me because I feel the entry into eso- 
tericism and much pseudo-psychology, which has become so prevalent 
nowadays, presages a danger to Astrology. In previous ages it fell into 
disrepute precisely because of the fanciful flights of imagination of its 
exponents. Do not let anyone tell you that Astrology is not a science. It is! 
It is an empirical science with a firm statistical foundation, accumulated 
over thousands of years of observation. Unlike religion, it should not deal 
in myth, miracle and mystery, but in the precise, observed data of plane- 
tary geometry. Nor is its driving force fear, but enlightenment. I am too 
old to bother with the Bible-puncher or the fundamentalist, and will meet 
militancy with militancy. I hope you will do the same. 

From the named magazine and some other sources, I collected ten 
birthdates of murderers. I did not know what I would find but, because of 
my unshakable belief that the complete tenure of life is by design, I knew I 
would find something. And I did. 

The overt reasons why people murder or kill themselves are many: 
greed, hate, frustration, jealousy, sexual deviance, religious and other 
manias, etc. All these lie in the emotional spectrum, few in the intellectual. 
Some are physical, as when pain and suffering are the promoting factors. 
However, I do not believe in free will and my answer to the question 
“Why do people kill others?” is because they are programmed to do so. 

In my opinion there is too much emphasis on the “potential” of the 
horoscope. I think that is the wrong word. The horoscope is not a poten- 
tial. It is a firm, irrevocable contract between Whoever rules this mundane 
living and the subject of the chart. It is compulsion, despite the dictum 
“the stars impel, they do not compel.” Over nearly forty years in this 
game, no one has shown me otherwise. This compulsion does not effect 
only a person’s physical nature; his mental, intellectual and spiritual na- 
ture are also enshrined in the birth chart. 
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The Ascendant with its attendant rising planets, synthesized with the © 


ability and manner of communication and other intellectual pursuits. The 
fifth and eleventh, the love given and received. It is important to remember 
these basics, they help us understand the mental and emotional processes 
of the murderer. 


EFER TO Table 1. This lists the starting positions of the planets 
R: the day of birth (00:00 hours) for the ten murderers, except for 
umbers 1, 2, 7, 8 and 9 which are exact to the time of birth (birth 
detailsare given at the end of this article) . The Table probably doesn’t 
mean much at first glance. The message it contains is that there is an area 
of the heavens that seems to be particularly related to the murderous im- 
pulse. This area is from 19° to 24° &, and especially at 23° & before 
1945 and 22° & after. 

Why should this area of the Zodiac be so malevolent, so charged with 
the urge to destroy one’s fellow man? There seems to be two main rea- 
sons. 

The first is that before 1945 4’s Q was at 23° ©, and after 1945 it was 
located at 22° &. Also, P’s Q was at 19° €. + is the Lord of Karma, and 
P is his Lord High Executioner. This suggests that murder is a necessary 
catharsis, a needed act of spiritual release from obligation for both the 
murderer and the murdered, 

The second and/or confirming reason may be the fixed stars: Castor at 
19° €, Pollux at 22° &, and Procyon at 24° &. These stars are related to 
violence and malevolence, including murdering and being murdered. 

In every act there are two components, the one doing the action and the 
other receiving the action. This clearly applies to murder. Even if the one 
doing the action is operating out of free-will, it is most improbable that the 
one receiving the action is doing so. No one in a right mind wants to be 
murdered. As astrologers, we are aware of Karma, a doctrine that pro- 
Poses the necessity to expunge from the Spirit the guilt of actions commit- 
ted during a succession of past 
lives, and which, on the face of it, 
appears to coincide with the idea 
of the justice inherent in the fact of 
being, a Divine Universal Justice, 
rather than a haphazard Chance. If 
this is so, it raises more questions 
than it gives answers. 
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If our behavior is predetermined, is there guilt? Are we still making 
more Karma, and how can that be? Or, do we make Karma in a life that is 
not lived on Earth? Is Earth merely a penal colony? I can’t answer any of 
these questions, but when I sce the exactitude of planetary geometry cor- 
responding to mundane activity, these are among the questions I ask my- 
self. My sense of logic tells me that if I, in an act of murder, am respond- 
ing to Karma, then I cannot be guilty of a crime or, as some would have it, 
a Cardinal Sin. 

Another possibility is that all our Karma was made over an Earth life 
or lives in a distant past, and are only now being paid off little by little in 
a succession of lives. Against this is the fact that some of the ten murder- 
ers were serial killers, one of them being credited (if that’s the right word) 
with the murder of eighty young girls. And one thinks of Hitler who 
caused some 20-million deaths, or Stalin who is said to have killed 50- 
million! It is difficult to accept a theory of individual Karmic connections. 
Perhaps people of that ilk are used as an instrument of Divine Justice. 

Returning to Table 1. The dates are a completely random selection. 
While well aware that ten trees do not make a forest, I believe this sample 
does contain a definite, indisputable indication of violence,

Figures 1 and 2 are those of murderer # 7, Gerald Zimmerman, and his 
victim, Evelyn Fisher, whom Zimmerman murdered on July 31, 1980. 
There are seven obvious points: 


1. The murderer’s natal 8 is ¢ his victim’s §, her end-of-life ruler. 


2. The victim’s natal & is ¢ her murderer’s natal Ascendant. 
3. The murderer’s natal ) is ° his victim’s progressed MC.

Ebertin gives for this conjunction:

“a bold, bombastic, cruel, heartless, brutish and destructive 
nature...” 


When we consider that the rubrics of our science are based upon thou- 
sands of years of observations, it becomes difficult to dismiss as coinci- 
dence these constant geometric correspondences with given events. The 
above should be sufficient to establish, not only a karmic connection be- 
tween these two people, the murderer and his victim, but also a fatal ne- 
cessity in the stars. 

I don’t suppose anyone will ever prove Reincarnation or Karma, but 
this planetary correspondence, this synastry, goes a long way to support- 
ing the theory of the Soul’s cyclical existence. 

The late Manly P. Hall wrote a pamphlet, Astrological Essays, in 
which, inter alia, he discussed suicide, which is murder of the self: 


“The doctrine of reincarnation is the only reasonable expla- 
nation for the mystery of existence. No person can escape the con- 
sequences of his own actions. By the law of reincarnation, man 
must inevitably be born again to continue the cycle of existence 
from the point where he previously left off. If a man then forcibly 
destroys his life to escape the law of consequence, he will be reborn 
into an environment where these consequences will again confront 
him. Only solution brings release. We can avoid nothing and we 
can avoid nothing in the universe. We must face and master every 
complex condition that confronts us.” 


This, of course, is meant to be a statement of Free Will, but to me it 
means the opposite. What he is saying is that if you don’t do what you 
must do, you will have to come again and do it all over. So much for free- 
dom! 

I believe in consistency and logic. How often do these same people 
who believe in Free Will say “It is God’s Will” or “Deo Volente” or some

other expression suggesting that their so-called Free Will has, even if tem- 
porarily, been interrupted by Divine Intervention? And, of course, in the 
circumstances in which the expression is used, and at the time it is used, it 
has. Or, as the Christian burial service says “The Lord giveth and the 
Lord taketh away,” which is to say that only the Lord can give Life and 
only the Lord can take Life. So, at best, it would 
% seem that Man has only limited Free Will. 
The point is important. The entire systems of 
Fredwiw> prediction and rectification of astrology collapse if 
Man has Free Will. 

When one rectifies, say, to a marriage and ob- 
tains the correct birth time, it means the marriage 
was preordained. If one rectifies to the death of a

parent or grandparent and obtains a correct birth time, it means the death 
was preordained.

One way to settle the question would be to take a relevant sample of 
new borns, predict the course of each life, and then check each event as it 
occurs for exactitude. This is something that would have to be done by a 
generation-succession of astrologers. 

Figure 3 is the birth chart of a murder victim. Note the T-cross of 4- 
XK-¥ involving the IlIrd, [Xth and Ist houses. Also 
) ~ K, 4 ~ ¥, and the Ascendant = Q. 19° & rises. 

The Nazi mass murderer Adolf Eichmann, see 
Figure 4, had the midpoint $/Q  ). This signifies 
a Karmic death connection with many, with a 
group of people. 

I should mention that my elder son, who was 
murdered, had both midpoints ©/o" and K/¥ at 23° 
§ £ 4, which aspect had become exact by secondary progression at the 
time of his death.

I hope enough has been said here to indicate that murder can be identi- 


fied in the birth chart. However, it is not always spotted immediately, it 
does not stare one in the face, the astrologer must often delve to find the 
indications.

Philosophical Implications 
for Astrology

YSTICS may be the 

most practical people 

in the world because 

they know what they 
consider to be ultimate truths, ul- 
timate belief systems, so that eve- 
ryday questions and issues can be 
easily resolved by reference to 
those ultimate visions. Well, per- 
haps not always so easily, as most 
of life’s most enormous decisions 
evoke great agonizing in our souls, 
but the point is that there is a frame 
of reference to which the mystic 
can refer life choices. 

Ultimately, how we practice 
astrology depends upon how we 
view the universe in which we live, 
and it is the job of the philosopher 
to help us ask the questions we 
need to ask in order to understand 
our existence, and in order to un- 
derstand astrology’s place in our 
cosmos — or chaos! 

Historically, there have been 
periods when astrologers failed to 
ask needed questions, and these 
caused tremendous setbacks in our 
growth as a profession and as a 
valuable field of knowledge. For 
instance, in the periods before, 
during, and after the Renaissance 
astrologers tended to be wedded to 
what they knew of Ptolemy, and 
resistant to new astronomical 
questions. The Copernican Revo- 
lution left us behind as we chose 


not to evolve, not to accept the 
changing world-view the Coperni- 
can Revolution brought with it. 
And, as we fussed and fretted and 
held fast to outdated views of the 
astronomical relationship between 
the sun, the earth, and the other 
planets, the worldwide university 
chairs, which had been chairs in 
astrology, were gradually taken 
over by astronomers, by people 
who were interested in only a part 
of the cosmic scheme; in the meas- 
urements and studies of the physi- 
cal nature and relationships of the 
heavenly spheres, instead of in the 
grand scale of the holistic connec- 
tions the astrologer/astronomer 
sees. Not only did we lose because 
of our shortsightedness, but the 
academic, intellectual, scientific, 
and humanistic communities also 
lost the possible contribution as- 
trologers might have made to an 
understanding of life. 

We need now to examine our 
knowledge and our basic premises. 
Where do we stand at this time in 
history? Do we ask ourselves the 
giant questions, or do we once 
again get caught up in what we 
think we know? Do we dig our 
heels in and glue ourselves to what 
our first teacher taught us? Are we 
willing to re-examine all of our pet 
theories, from the systems of exal- 
tations, to the way we divide the 
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Zodiac, to the aspects we use in 
our daily practice, to whether the 
myriads of asteroids really work, 
to the real value of one of our fa- 
vorites, composite charts? 

Do we, for instance, continue 
the useless and outdated arguments 
about whether astrology is an art 
or a science? Or do we realize that 
this is simply not a relevant ques- 
tion, then even the scientific com- 
munity’s understanding of the na- 
ture of science has changed? 
Medicine is a science, and the 
practice of it is an art. Astrology is 
a science, and the practice of it is 
an art. No real scientist any longer 
believes in ‘hard’ science, or ‘hard 
facts.” We now realize that all 
knowledge, all discovery, is theory, 
and constantly shifting theory, 
shifting as we add information to 
our understanding, opening the 
layers of reality like lovers explor- 
ing each other’s many dimensions. 
Physicists are now theorizing that 
virtual reality is all there is. As the 
Hindus have said for millennia, all 
is maya, all is illusion. There are 
no ‘things’; all in existence is re- 
ducible to something smaller. it 
seems that ultimately all we have is 
light waves, that we are, indeed, 
creatures of the light, ‘Light Be- 
ings,’ as is everything else in exis- 
tence. “Things’ seem to be simply 
agglutinations of light manifesting 
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as human beings, mountains, at- 
oms, planets. 


Cosmology 


O WHAT is our cosmology, 
S our understanding of the 

universe as a whole and of 
its form and nature? Do we believe 
in fundamental chaos? Is all pure 
chance? Is there predesigned, pre- 
programmed, or predetermined 
chaos, or order? 

Or is there a created or fixed 
order? Does astrology hold to a 
harmonic system rather than a 
chaotic? And does a harmonic 
system suggest that there are rela- 
tionships and that they are signifi- 
cant? In other words, if event ‘A’ 
takes place, does it cause, or is it in 
some way related to, event ‘B’? 

If we believe in a harmonic, or 
fixed, system, how fixed is it? How 
tightly related are successions of 
events? Are they related in that 
they cause each other, or are they 
only coincident? Can chance still 
play a part in such a system? Can 
there be ‘accidents’? If an accident 
is predictable, is it still an acci- 
dent? Might we have a universe of 
chance, with a tendency toward 
habit? For instance, does a seem- 
ingly random act, such as a genetic 
mutation, then become part of a 


subsequently fixed order of genetic 
inheritance? And how permanent is 
that new order? 

Can we really predict anything, 
or is it all chance? Or, can we pre- 
dict some things, while others are 
still open to chance? For instance, 
can we predict that it will rain, but 
not whether Noah will drown in the 
downpour, or build an ark? Did 
Noah have a real choice, or do we 
believe choice is an illusion, and 
that all we have to do is hunt down 
the perfect system, and, once we 
have done so, that we will then be 
able to predict everything? Is 
‘chance’ just random acts of fate, 
or is there a suggestion that we can 
act upon events to change or direct 
them? 

For instance, Dr. Theodor 
Landscheidt’s Golden Sections’ 
seem to represent a fundamental 
order. Is there such a fundamental 
order, and if so, does this order 
always hold true, or is it subject to 
some oscillation, some variance 
from precision? If it always holds 
true, then we live in a fixed and 
closed system, and the ramifica- 
tions of this being a fixed and 
closed system are that we have no 
input into the system — that all is 
out there, pre-set, pre-ordained, 
pre-ordered, and that we are but 
puppets in the hand of fate. 

Or perhaps there are levels and 
layers of fixed order. Maybe some 
patterns are fixed, some more 
flexible, some more malleable. 
Now the problem becomes, which

systems are fixed and closed, 
which might be open? How can we 
know which are open, which 
closed? We might refer to John 
Dewey and his work The Quest for 
Certainty; can we know anything 
for certain, can we predict with any 
degree of certainty? 

I think this is a question of tre- 
mendous importance for astrolo- 
gers these days. If we believe that 
we can know and control every- 
thing, then we are going to spend a 
tremendous amount of time and 
energy on the search for the magic 
systems, the sorcerer’s wand to 
unlock the secrets. If, indeed, the 
answers are there, then time spent 
will be worth the effort. But if they 
are not, if our planetary systems 
are guides rather than dictators, we 
will have wasted much energy on a 
fruitless search. If everything can 
be predicted, and we are merely 
Geppetto’s constructs, pawns in a 
world of Chance, is there any pur- 
pose to life?

If we live in a closed system, 
with a fixed order, there may be a 
chance, nay, a probability, that one 
could eventually predict with a 
high degree of probability, assum- 
ing there are signs of this order 
which can be observed. But if we 
live in a universe of chance, we 
must be much more cautious about 
our predictions; we must see our 
predictions as descriptive guide- 
lines at most. We might predict 
rain, but present options to our 
clients, such as carrying an um- 
brella, staying indoors, planting 
seeds in the garden, u.s.w. 

Let us come down to everyday 
practice for a moment. If all sys- 
tems are closed and fixed, we can 
predict as we see fit. There should 
also be no moral compunctions 
about holding back bad news, be- 
cause there would be nothing an 
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individual could do about it any- 
way. Secondarily, we could con- 
sole ourselves by saying our act of 
prediction to the client was a fore- 
ordained piece of the puzzle; part 
of the plan. That nicely absolves us 
of responsibility. We could use the 
same argument to withhold infor- 
mation. 


Ethics 


F, HOWEVER, we see our 

universe as one of at least par- 

tial chance; a system with at 
least a degree of openness, then our 
predictions become fraught with a 
variety of issues, and we move 
from the cosmological branch of 
philosophy to the ethical. If the 
system is open, we have choices, 
and responsibilities. If this is a 
harmonic universe where there are 
relationships, i.e., relationships, 
either causal or connecting, be- 
tween events, then we also have 
relationships with our clients. 

Do we then have responsibility 
for the astrological information we 
share with them? Assuming we’re 
competent (and being aware that 
many, if not most, of the people 
claiming to be astrologers are not 
astrologers, much less competent 
astrologers!), do we tell our clients 
all we see, or do we hold back? 
Transiting P is conjuncting the cli- 
ent’s natal ) —the mother may die. 
Do we tell? And are we sure? 
Transiting P to the ) may not bring 
the death of the mother at all. 

Do we play the Clever- 
Astrologer-Who-Knows-All, and 


direct the behavior of the client? Or 
is it essential to describe the astro- 
logical symbolism of the time of 
life, of the chart and the chart 
movements, i.¢e., transits, progres- 
sions, returns, etc., to make sure 
the client understands the openness 
of the system, the options and 
choices available within certain 
parameters? Our prediction, then, 
of the transiting B o the natal ), 
becomes a description of the sym- 
bolism of B and of the ), and of 
their possible interconnection. We 
might then describe the potential of 
this time of life as one of transfor- 
mation of the emotional and nur- 
turant issues in the life of the cli- 
ent. If we wanted to be more spe- 
cific, we might add that such trans- 
formation might come about 
through nurturing relationships, 
such as those with women: wife, 
mother, daughter, animal, any male 
nurturers, as well as the roots of 
that nurturing, such as the home. 
And what of political, or mun- 
dane astrology? Do we have a re- 
sponsibility to relay information to 
those in whose hands lie the 
courses of national and interna- 
tional affairs; president, queen, 
premier, congress, parliament, pol- 
itburo, local office holders? Is it 
our responsibility to let the Phar- 
aoh know there may be no crops 
for the granary next year? I wrote 
to Bill Clinton after he took office 
as President of the U.S.A., to de- 
scribe Mars retrograde and its 
possible ramifications for his 
presidency. Should I have? The 
information we give to people does 
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not necessarily lead them to live 
better lives. Is it our responsibility 
to try to open them spiritually, or 
morally? Do we offer unsolicited 
information? How aware are we of 
our own prejudices and biases? 

What about when people want 
information about others, such as 
Hitler wanting information about 
the Allied forces? Do we give in- 
formation to rival business associ- 
ates? Do we tell one person when 
another is vulnerable? Do we set 
up a lawsuit to one person’s advan- 
tage, and the disadvantage of the 
adversary? If we do this, does the 
outcome of events become the re- 
sponsibility of the person who re- 
quested the information from us, or 
are we also implicated? 


Do we see the necessity for an 
ethical dimension to our work? 
Even further, do we see this as a 
moral universe, or do we see it as 
driven by blindly amoral forces? Is 
there a god of any kind in charge, 
or a blind mechanical force, a deus 
ex machina, or does the universe 
not care what we do, or who we 
are? 

Our own personal world-view, 
or Weltanschauung, is going to 
inform our practice of astrology. If 
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we do not see this as a moral uni- 
verse, and ourselves as part of that 
order, there will be no ethical pa- 
rameters surrounding what we do. 
Astrology can then be used for 
whatever purpose we or our clients 
envision, whether these be noble 
causes or criminal, or taking ad- 
vantage of others in professional, 
personal, or social life. But if we 
do see this as a moral universe, and 
we certainly attribute very moral- 
sounding symbolism to our planets 
and signs and asteroids, etc., then 
we need to be clear where we stand 
on questions of ethics. 

What are the assumptions we 
make about our lives, about the 
purpose of our lives, about the 
purpose of the universe, if any? Do 
we believe there is a moral force 
behind it? Do we believe we are 
here to grow? The beliefs we hold 
in these areas will ultimately, and 
very basically, color our relation- 
ships with our clients, the openness 
of our predictions, and the choices 
we present to our clients. Do we 
have any responsibility to examine 
our beliefs, perhaps prejudices, and 
do we have any responsibility to 
inform our clients of our belief 
systems in any way? 

What interrelationships are 
there? Are these causal and affec- 
tive relationships? Do we influence 
each other, cither consciously or 
unconsciously? If not, then we 
simply have to devise a modus 
vivendi. But if all is related, if this 
is, indeed, a universe, a UNI-verse 
where everything is interrelated, 
everything is inextricably inter- 
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twined, then all we do creates 
waves in space, light waves in the 
cosmos, connections with all crea- 
tion. Perhaps, ultimately, I am you, 
and you are me. Perhaps we are 
truly one, and whatever is done to 
one of us, is done to all. 

Our view of humanity, or our 
fellow creatures, must also be ex- 
amined. Do we see each other as 
wild and untamed beasts in the 
ether? As dark shadows in Hades, 
to be shied from, avoided, or inter- 
acted with as little as possible? Or 
do we see each other as light be- 
ings, or moral beings, along with 
the other animals, and flowers, and 
mountains, and the whirling balls 
in Space. Do we see everything 
ultimately as alive? We are discov- 
ering that ultimately everything is 
made of the same ‘stuff’, and that 
all that exists is alive. The sun, 
which is supposedly dead, is built 
of the same basic structure which 
describes living beings. 


Ontology 


HAT ARE our onto- 

logical assumptions 

about astrology? What 
do we see as the nature of reality? 
If we believe that the world is flat, 
or that the sun revolves around the 
earth, we are likely, even if uncon- 
sciously, to build our theories to 
reinforce that belief. If we believe 
in Fate, that there is no such thing 
as free will, then we are going to 
respond to astrological theory, and 
conduct astrological research, in a 


way which is consonant with such 
a belief. If I believe in Fate, then I 
need to use astrology to know what 
the fates have in store for me, and 
how to prepare for events ‘out 
there’, to protect myself as well as 
I can from Clotho, Lachesis, and 
Atropos. I am not concerned about 
trying to change events, or myself, 
because I believe that I, and all the 
events of my life, are already writ 
in some great cosmic book. I have 
no responsibility, and also no free- 
dom of choice, nor of action. 

If I believe in the Fates, I am 
going to conduct research primarily 
designed to discover the exact pre- 
diction. I will want to know exact 
dates for my death, for my mar- 
riage, for the birth of my children 
— indeed, I will want to be able to 
predict the gender of my children. 
If all is fated, then there should be 
a way to uncover the astrological 
signs of this. We see attempts at 
this in the frantic efforts of some 
astrologers to find the magic sign 
which can lead to precise predic- 
tion of very specific events. 

We tend to forget, when looking 
for such precision and exactitude, 
that if we find the magic key, we 
will still not be at the end of the 
questions. There will still be por- 
tentous questions, such as, ‘what is 
the purpose of life if all is fated, if 
there is no choice, no free will?’ If 
T have no choice, then there can be 
no moral criticism of my acts, no 
judgment of my behavior. What- 
ever I am doing is all I could be 
doing. 
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Epistemology 


E THEN come to epis- 
temology, the branch of 
philosophy which deals 


with knowing. What do I know? 
How do I know that what I know is 
true? How do we go about deter- 
mining the truth or probability of 
that body of knowledge which is 
known as astrological? What are 
the evidences for the propositions 
that we are using? Are they partly 
empirical: predictions are made, 
and there is evidence or not of ac- 
curacy? If not based on empirical, 
or direct evidence, are they then 
based on a set of propositions that 
hold together coherently, are inter- 
nally consistent in explaining as- 
tronomical, physical, and psycho- 
logical phenomena? 

Do we want to work with astro- 
nomies now being used, to coordi- 
nate astronomical with astrological 
theory? Do we want to work with 
the natural and social sciences, 
with physics in the broadest sense, 
where one is relating astrology to 
economic cycles, earthquake cy- 
cles, etc.? In the early and pioneer- 
ing years of ISAR, international 
and regional conferences and inter- 
nal work always involved working 
with those from other fields, creat- 
ing a profoundly enriching experi- 
ence for all of us, whether astrolo- 
ger, physicist, physician, psy- 
chologist, mathematician, biologist, 
historian, philosopher, artist. 

Are we relating to the basic 
theories of each of these, and other 
fields? Are there general theories 
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relating and connecting these? Like 
Einstein, can we take astrological 
theory and economic theory and 
relate them, and see if there isa 
high degree of correlation — of 
successful prediction and unsuc- 
cessful prediction? Can we do this 
with other disciplines as well? 
What do we leam from each other, 
what cross-fertilization might take 
place. 


Language & Meaning 


PHILOSOPHER today 
might ask an astrologer 
about the language which 


is used by astrologers; how terms 
are being used, how to deal with 
the ambiguity of language. Are we 
paying attention to our language? 
Is it precise? Should it be precise? 
Is it ultimately a poetic language, 
in contrast with the language of 
mathematics? Or is mathematical 
language ultimately poetic also? Is 
it a purely symbolic language? 
What are the precise implications 
of our language? ‘Saturn hit me 
last week.’ Ever had a client react 
to that? Do we need to revise some 
of our antiquated language to re- 


flect our latest and present under- 
standing? For instance, if we be- 
lieve in choice and free, is it mis- 
leading to use terms which suggest 
control by cosmic forces? 


Self-Image 


E SUFFER and agonize 
about the lack of accep- 
tance and respect from 


the culture in which we practice. 
We are especially handicapped by 
the hordes of pseudo-astrologers 
masquerading in our cloaks, and 
receiving most of the attention 
from our society. Most people 
know their sun sign, and think that 
is all there is, as though a human 
body could be reduced to the foot, 
or any single part. Most people 
have no idea of the real applica- 
tions of astrology, the full potential 
and import of our field. 

Would we continue to be as- 
trologers if we knew we would 
never get the response we want 
from our culture? Imagine if we 
were listened to! But do we really 
believe that we are less accepted 
than others? Psychologists went 
through what we experience, and 
still do in some ways. “What? Me 
go to a shrink?’ Otherwise highly 
educated and informed people still 
see psychology as something for 
others, the old philosopher’s 
maxim, “Know thyself,’ is still not 
honored. Knowing oneself is still 
overwhelmingly daunting to most 
people. And philosophers — seen 
any of them in positions of power 
lately? Are historians consulted by 


the White House? Does Larry King 
interview physicists? Some of the 
most exciting work in the world is 
being done by the biologist Robert 
Sheldrake, whom I adore, but who 
cares? How many people know his 
name? And the poets? How many 
poets of our day are read by us? 
Scholars are dismissed as irrele- 
vant, disconnected, locked away in 
their ivory towers. Artists, of 
course, are all unstable and a little 
psychologically threatening. We 
each have out favorite jokes about 
lawyers. 

Enjoy. Perhaps we are not re- 
warded with as much money or 
public acclaim because we are so 
lucky to have a profession we’re in 
love with; a field which touches all 
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others, a field with extraordinary 
breadth and depth. Perhaps it is 
also because the potential power of 
an astrologer is so extraordinary 
that it may seem to the Universe to 
be a good idea to limit that power. 

So, let us ask the necessary 
questions. Let us be at once disci- 
plined and visionary, and respon- 
sible enough to relate our work to 
the larger picture. To do so can 
only enrich us and, at the same 
time, end our feelings of isolation 
and disconnection from the broader 
intellectual community. We want 
others to understand our language, 
we need to teach it to them, and to 
learn theirs in return. If not, we 
could just keep talking to our- 
selves. 
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The Quest for

// HIS ARTICLE is a response or rejoinder to the one entitled 
“Ronald Reagan’s Real Radix” which appeared in volume IX 
number 4 of Considerations, pages 19-43. The author was 
Nick Sutherland and he had collaborated on the project with 

Ross Harvey. 

There can be no denying that it was an impressive article, reflecting the 
work of two astrologers who have an expert facility with the mathematical 
techniques of astrology. On purely mathematical grounds my chief quibble 
is with what seems to me to be overuse — and over-trusting use — of 
calculations based upon harmonics. I have a good deal of respect for John 
Addey as an astrologer in some fields but I personally feel he did Astrol- 
ogy a disservice when he published his book Harmonics in Astrology’ 
and effectively started modem astrologers off on a wild numerological 
goose-chase. The basic idea, of course, was not new. It is based on age 
old traditional Indian techniques of division and subdivision of astrologi- 
cal intervals. What was new was the typically Western presentation of the 
practice as a theory, with all its logical and mathematical implications set 
forth and worked out, so that it began to look like an objective science. 
Indeed that is what far too many astrologers have come to take it to be — 
Astrology on a scientific footing at last! That has led to many regrettable 
consequences, one of the worst being the tendency to equate all aspects 
and to blur, or even to deny altogether, the fundamental distinction be- 
tween difficult aspects and harmonious aspects. Moreover, proliferation of 
harmonics eventually means that no interval can exist between two planets 
which is not technically an aspect. No planets are “out of aspect.” Addey 
himself makes this claim. Truly a new Astrology! Yet how many of those 
who enthusiastically embrace it truly realize how much of traditional as- 
trology, which has been worked, and worked successfully, for centuries is 
threatened by it? 

But all of this is an aside. I am not concerned here to embark upon an 
exhaustive criticism of Harmonics, essential though I conceive such an 
undertaking to be at some future time. My chief objection to the Suther- 
land article was not with its method of production but with what it has

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produced. Unfortunately, after all its mathematical legerdemain, the article 
offers no genuine astrological evaluation whatever of the chart offered on 
page 43 (reproduced here as Figure 1). All we have is the menacing sen- 
tence at the head of the page warning anyone who feels the rectification to 
be incorrect to prove this using a variety of methods in case any one 
method is inadequate. My first reaction therefore is to state that I do not 
accept that chart showing 4 alone on the Ascendant in Tl, gives in my 
view whatever a recognizable or credible picture of Reagan the film actor 
and American president. How could such a person have no planets what- 
ever in the Xth house and the Xth house ruler obscurely placed in the IIrd 
house (or the [Vth by Equal House) ? How could Reagan, with two mar- 
riages, the first ending after eight years in divorce, have no planets what- 
ever in the VIIth house but the stable Sign 5 on its cusp and its ruler 2 
alone in the [Vth house in a harmonious fan with o* and 4? Where are the

indications of a film career ? ¥ (films) is in the VIIIth (cusp IX) and the ) 
(the public) is in the VIth, <° the rising 4 and O the ©. With \ ruling the 
IInd house this is the chart of a fairly successful bank clerk, though he 
would have to beware of scandals and public dissatisfaction with his ac- 
counting methods with that square from the # © in the IlIrd and the 
from the ) in the VIth. 

As I see it, Nick and Ross can hardly have attempted to interpret their 
chart at all. By so doing, and concentrating on the mathematics alone, 
they have not merely put the cart before the horse, they have forgotten 
about the horse altogether. I have attempted to link the horse squarely up 
to their chart, and I find this particular horse simply will not fit their cart 
at all. Is there anyone who will honestly examine it and disagree with me ? 
How could a man who cut back drastically on Welfare during his eight 
years of office and who was so obsessed with Security that he initiated the 
Starwars defensive strategy, have expansive, confident \ rising ? 

My own method for finding an unknown birthtime is the diametric op- 
posite of theirs. I start with the chart first of all, and mathematics only 
comes in right at the end. In other words I set up the map of the Zodiac 
with the planets placed on it in their noon time positions and I swivel it 
around till I find one or a few positions which seem to agree most closely 
with all the information I have about the person concerned, that is his 
temperament, his career, his marriage, his home life, etc., to see if it pro- 
duces appropriate directions to dated events and responds to significant 
transits. 

I don’t claim that the method always works. I would have to be the in- 
fallible astrologer for that, and that I don’t claim to be. But it has worked 
and I have subsequently been proved right on a number of occasions when 
I have known the subject pretty well and had a number of key events to 
use as check points. But I prefer to have a visual picture of the person 
concerned. I would be very hesitant to work cold just from a list of dated 
events and nothing more. 

I know that there are those who hold that to work from an interpreta- 
tional basis alone is too uncertain. Kennet Gillman himself wrote to me 
recently: 

“Trouble is one can be persuaded by most interpretations... It’s a 
combination of do I really know the native, do you know who he is, 
do we know just what the different astrological indicators mean 
when they are combined in just this particular way? How does one 
Start to evaluate a rectification?” 


I don’t deny any of this, but to imagine that one can get over it, or out 
of it, by means of some magical mathematical method is just a chimera. 
Mathematics is the servant or tool of Astrology, no more. Astrology itself 
begins and ends with interpretation. It is the science or art of interpretation 
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in human terms of astronomical configurations. If we are uncertain in our 
interpretations then we must practice till we acquire certainty. Always 
begin by thinking out what it all means. 

In Reagan’s case one has to think what is it that combines with that 
universalistic, humanistic #* © to produce the image of a man that every- 
one in America knew would hold by everything that was traditional? He 
was the good guy, the powerful guy, the guy who didn’t throw your 
money away, the guy you liked and trusted on the films, the caring guy 
with his head screwed on right. Here was Uncle Sam himself, aware of the 
problems of the time and ready to pull in the reins a bit to make everything 
secure again. 

What other Sign could that be but & ? 

In addition to that, when you come to look at the Sign & on President 
Reagan’s birth date you find that ? was placed there, in 19° 28” of it. ¥ 
has a well known association with the film world and with the whole illu- 
sionistic sphere generally. Film actors and actresses project images — 
usually unreal ones. So do all politicians of course, especially presidents. 
So ¥ has to be prominent somewhere in Reagan’s chart, either near the 
Ascendant or the MC. If it is near the MC then + will be rising, which is 
not impossible. + Ascendants and © Signs are frequent among politicians 
since they are people who have to please other people. However, in Rea- 
gan’s case it is not particularly likely. He was never the pretty, open, 
American boy with the Kennedy smile. He projected a different image — 
the protector image. So © is more likely, in which case ¥ will be some- 
where near the Ascendant. 

So far I imagine that those other astrologers who have opted for a As- 
cendant (Carroll Righter, Margaret Millard and Cheng-yi Huang among 
them) must have reasoned pretty much as I have done. The question is, 
just how close to the Ascendant are you going to put ¥, and is it above it 
or below it ? All those astrologers listed on page 20 of the Sutherland ar- 
ticle who chose $ rising placed ¥ below the Ascendant, in the Ist house, 
but there are two very important points which need to be considered here 
which tend to throw doubt on that placing. 

Firstly, Reagan does not look like a Neptunian. He does not have an 
other-worldly, spiritual look (the mark of the “advanced” Neptunian) and 
neither does he come across as a con-man or double-dealer (the other 
type). For all we know of course he may have elements of either or both 
those types within his make-up, but if so they are well concealed. He has 
always projected the image of the strong, down-to-earth but caring man 
you can totally rely on, but on the whole he has lived up to it. On the 
whole, therefore, ¥ is more likely to be above the Ascendant and hidden in 
the XIIth house. 

Secondly, there is ¥ o° X. 
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This opposition was exact in June 1907 and again in January and July 
1908. It was therefore fairly wide by the time of Reagan’s birth in 1911, 
though still just in orbs. It is such a fundamental opposition for the un- 
derstanding of this century, however, that even someone born with it figur- 
ing very widely in his birth chart might well pick it up. 

What it signifies, actually, is the split between religion and faith on the 
one hand and science and the objective, experimental view of the world on 
the other. This has been the split of the 20th Century. 

True, it didn’t begin in 1907/08. It was foreshadowed four hundred 
years ago when the Inquisition imprisoned Galileo for saying the Earth 
rotated on its axis and orbited around the Sun, instead of vice versa as the 
Church maintained. And it was given further impetus by Voltaire and oth- 
ers in France in the 18th Century, during the Age of Reason, and then 
particularly in 1876 when Darwin published The Origin of Species. The 
difference since 1907/08 is that we now know we have to live with it. Up 
till then it was either/or. You either believed what the Church said and you 
didn’t believe Darwin or you believed wholly in materialistic science and 
considered religious teaching to be a lot of childish fables. During most of 
the 20th Century the dichotomy has been accepted as final — religion and 
science are opposite poles — but in the English-speaking world particu- 
larly a curious schizophrenia has developed. People want both of them. 
German and French people shake their heads in puzzlement as they ob- 
serve an English or American family with a sick child asking the vicar for 
prayers and at the same time phoning the doctor for help. Conservative 
Americans everywhere want passionately to be able to say “In God we 
trust” and at the same time to believe and know that their country is the 
scientific leader of the world. And this is the schizophrenia for which con- 
servative, Republican President Reagan, above all other American presi- 
dents unequivocally stood. The army backed him; the scientific establish- 
ment backed him; and so did the religious moral majority. 

It is for this reason that I suggested several years ago in a letter to 
Kennet Gillman that Reagan’s Ascendant might well fall at or near the 
midpoint of his X o° ¥. With ¥ in 19°38’ & and X in 26°32” @ this might 
mean a © Ascendant of between 22 and 23°, and initially I set up a pilot 
chart with 22°29’ & rising and ¥ 3° above it in the XIIth house, sce Fig- 
ure 2, 

The chart has a great deal of what I was instinctively looking for in it, 
and we must now take a close look at what I mean by that. 

First, observe * and the ) in the Xth house (equal houses). 

To have one or the other — sometimes both — of these two in the Xth 
house, frequently close to the MC, is extremely common in the charts of 
elected heads of state. To cite just a few examples, President Kennedy 
(Figure 3) had * in the Xth only 314° from the Midheaven. Napoleon

(Figure 4) had * in the same house 6° from the Midheaven. Hitler (Figure 
5) had » there only 3° from the Midheaven, if my belief that he had 1° TL 
is correct. The traditional + rising chart places the MC 9° from %, Abra- 
ham Lincoln (Figure 6) had * 5° above the Ascendant. 

David Lloyd George (Figure 7), Prime Minister of Britain during 
World War I, had the ) in the Xth house, 13° from the Midheaven. Presi- 
dent Kennedy had the ) in the XIth house, but it ruled the MC. If the birth 
time I propose is correct, Reagan too would have the Moon in the XIth by 
a quadrant house system and only * would be in the Xth. However, I per- 
sonally consider the Equal House system to be more valid. 

The point I wish to stress in this connection is that in the charts of 
elected leaders and leaders who have to struggle for their position, 4 and 
the ) are more likely to be prominent than 4. 4 tends to be the mark of 
those who are, so to speak, “born to the purple.” The charts of a whole 
string of British monarchs, up to and including George V, all have 4

either rising or on the MC. A change set in with George VI, the first Brit- 
ish king to see the empire begin to contract (India was granted independ- 
ence during his reign, in 1947). Elizabeth II, who has seen the whole em- 
pire liquidated, has 4 on the MC. 

Napoleon, Abraham Lincoln and Hitler all came to power because of 
stressful conditions in their respective countries produced by war. One 
was finally exiled, the second assassinated and the third committed sui- 
cide. President Kennedy too was assassinated not long after the Bay of 
Pigs disaster and the Cuban missile crisis. 4 is not as close to the MC in 
Reagan’s case as it was in all of theirs but he too suffered an assassina- 
tion attempt. 

As far as the ) is concerned, Nick Sutherland himself says on page 25 
of his article “Reagan has spent most of his adult life in the public eye.” I 
am no politician but I too have the ) in the Xth house (equal houses) and I 
know what it feels life, having spent thirty years as a hom player in sym- 
phony orchestras in New Zealand and South Africa. Even now, twelve

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years after my retirement, people still recognize me in the street or think 
they have met me before when introduced to me for the first time. Just 
imagine what it must be like to be Reagan, who has been in films or poli- 
tics since he was 26! Yet Nick Sutherland and Ross Harvey tuck his ) 
away in the VIth house, along with %, just about the most obscure place- 
ment they could possibly have found for the two of them. 

Second, notice \X in the VIIth house ¢ ¥ just below the VIIth cusp in 
the VIth and 0° ¥ in the XIIth, o the Ascendant.That is the configuration 
of someone who is bound to have a divorce. Moreover it will be a divorce 
which is talked about (¥) and which conflicts with publicly accepted stan- 
dards of morality and ideal home life with which the native is himself 
largely identified (6 and $). 
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Reagan has never been the wild play-boy type. Home and family ideals 
have always been important to him. In March 1945 he and his first wife 
adopted a son. Nevertheless in 1948 he was divorced and with the ruler of 
the Vilth house in the Xth it was a blow to his public image. However, it 
wasn’t a final or fatal blow. * is involved in a fan formation with 2 and ¢” 
(4 o" with 2 between them, x to both). In 1952 he married again and that 
marriage has stuck, as a true ® marriage with the ruler in 8 should do. 

Ihave already commented on the fact that the Sutherland/Harvey chart 
shows nothing in the VIIth house while its tuler is alone and well aspected 
in the IVth. It doesn’t look like a divorce chart. Nick and Ross may, how- 
ever, point to the ) 4° below the VIIth cusp o° 4 on their Ascendant and 
© in the [rd (IVth by equal house). Such a configuration certainly could 
produce emotional strains, but they would be likely to be a perpetual 
characteristic of the life-pattern, i.e., one divorce would be unlikely to end 
or cure the basic internal rift in such a temperament. Reagan would have 
expressed it in any relationship he was involved in. With the much later

birthtime that I propose the fixed T-Square between the ©, ) and ¥ is 
much weaker. 

Thirdly, I think it is a fairly well accepted rule that people who tend to 
live most of their lives in the external, public world tend to have most of 
their planets above the horizon. This is evident in President Kennedy’s 
chart, and also those of Hitler and Napoleon. Napoleon had only the ) and 
4 below the horizon; Hitler had the ), 4 and 3; and President Kennedy 
had only there. Lloyd George and Lincoln are partial exceptions since 
Lloyd George had six above and four below, and Lincoln had five below. 
In Lincoln’s case the accent is more upon the Eastern hemisphere, that of 
the person who controls his own life. In my © rising chart for Reagan 
seven planets are above the horizon, which feels right. In the Suther- 
land/Harvey chart only three are above and seven are below, including the 
© and ) and all the inner or “personality” planets. For someone with 
Reagan’s life pattern this does not feel right. 
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Another rather fascinating point should probably also be made here. 
Reagan has eight planets in negative Signs and only two in positive ones 
(this of course applies whatever birthtime one chooses). Such a weighting 
does not mean weakness or even introversion. Napoleon too had only two 
planets in positive Signs. What it does indicate is an extraordinarily de- 
veloped instinctive or intuitive ability to pick up the mood or trend of 
forces and events in the world around. This was absolutely essential for 
Napoleon in his early days when he was simply an officer (later a general) 
in the army of the revolutionary directorate. In those times anyone who 
stuck his neck out too far got his head guillotined off the end of it. The 
thing to do was to float or ride with the current until such time as he could 
finally take control of it. And so with Reagan too. As a film actor he had 
to have a native ability to assume and act parts, and in effect to sense and 
become what was wanted. And so too as a politician, which was his mas- 
ter act; but by that time he was so adept at it that he no longer had to act 
what was wanted — he just was what was wanted. Similarly Napoleon 
said that he just “followed his star.” He did a minimum of actual control- 
ling. Generally speaking, in his successful battles, he was able to guess 
what his opponents would do and dispose his own troops accordingly. 
And then “je m engage, et puis j’aspette.”” 

I must now draw attention to an error in the Sutherland/Harvey chart, 
however. On page 43 of their article the ® is shown as in the [Xth house, 
6° from the Midheaven. This is incorrect? A placement near the MC 
could seem to add credibility to the Sutherland/Harvey chart, but this is an 
illusion. Reagan is to a very considerable extent a “home-body,” with a 
great interest in and devotion to his family and private life, publicized 
though it is. We would also expect as much, of course, from a €& Ascen- 
dant, despite the ) in the Xth house. 

Unfortunately this placing of the ® means that it forms a T-Square in 
Cardinal Signs with $ on the Ascendant and X on the Descendant. Moreo- 
ver » is really involved as well, in 0°52’ &, so it is effectively a Grand 
Cross. There is no doubt about it, Reagan’s public life will place an

enormous strain upon his private life, even though that is where a good 
deal of him would instinctively like to find fulfillment. 


what we know of Reagan has been based on a purely speculative 
pilot chart. It is necessary to proceed to see whether progressed 
and regressed directions and transits from this chart confirm it or not. 

My expectation naturally is that a correct chart will produce appro- 
priate directions. Moreover I expect them to be appropriate in a traditional 
sense; that is, I expect a happy event to correlate with or develop from a 
harmonious aspect (chiefly the A and *, plus the ¢ when planets involved 
are benefics), and I expect an unhappy event to correlate with or develop 
from a difficult aspect (chiefly the -° and 0, plus the ¢ when planets in- 
volved are malefics). I insist upon this distinction because it is possible to 
obtain an aspect series which will correlate time-wise, at any rate ap- 
proximately, with events in a lifetime for many different speculative 


Ne SO FAR all that I have correlated from the horoscope to 
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birthtimes, a fortiori when all aspect contacts are treated as of equal 
strength and value and only the planets concerned are considered. This is 
of course an extra reason why I insist that the horoscope’s overall appro- 
priateness must be considered first and the directions only second. 

I did not try to work with all of the events listed on pages 22-24 of 
Nick Sutherland’s article. The exact significance of many of them to Rea- 
gan himself cannot be presumed with certainty. I have concentrated upon 
those listed in Table 1.

For rectification purposes I am chiefly concerned with directions by or 
to the angles. One must never forget that inter-planetary directions are 
being formed all the time, weaving a background which characterizes the 
“feel” of a particular time-period. Out of this background significant di- 
rection-changing events will periodically arise, and they will not be fully 
understandable apart from it. Nevertheless the angles are almost always 
implicated in the really crucial events. 

I therefore looked first at the most crucial event of all in Reagan’s 
whole life —his election to the presidency. 

With the 22°29’ & rising chart there are no significant progressed di- 
rections by or to the angles. The regressed MC is, however, ¢ 3.4 Now 


* To progress and regress the angles I recalculate the Ascendant and MC for the pro- 
gressed birthday for each successive year as if birth had occurred then. Then one can 
extrapolate between each progressed birthday position to find the exact month in which 
an aspect becomes exact, just as one does while progressing planets direct from the 
ephemeris using a progressed or regressed noon date. [This is exactly the same as us- 
ing the constant Naibod arc in Right Ascension. Editor] 
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regressed MC ¢ ¥ is not inappropriate for an election victory. It is, after 
all, a form of assent, or signing in. However, there are various reasons for 
not being satisfied with this direction. 

However, there are various reasons for not being satisfied with this di- 
rection. 

Chief among them is the fact that, if it were correct, four years earlier 
the regressed MC was ¢ X, undoubtedly signifying a much more startling 
and change-filled occurrence. No such occurrence is recorded in Reagan’s 
life. 

Secondly, directions by or to angles for all the other events listed above 
are either non-existent or not particularly appropriate. 

The chart is obviously not quite correct as it is. 

But what if one were to suppose that the direction regressed MC o 
must have coincided with Reagan’s election to the presidency? Could one 
possibly imagine any more fundamental turning-point in anyone’s life than 
election to be President of the United States? Moreover the ¢ with ¥ then- 
follows in 1985, nct perfectly coinciding with his reelection in November 
1984 but certainly agreeing with his reconfirmation as president. 

I therefore recalculated the chart to obtain an exact direction of re- 
gressed Midheaven to X for November 1980 — )X is a wonderfully reli- 
able planet to produce events right on time, coinciding exactly with direc- 
tions. The birth Ascendant is now 25°24’ §, see Figure 8. Then I looked 
at the other events listed. 


o& was exactly o® to the natal Ascendant in January. In other words, 

the planet was exactly on the VIIth cusp. Perhaps it was a happy 
event, but it can only have been a stormy one, and it culminated eight 
years later in divorce. 

At the time of the multiple fracture of the right thigh in June 1949 the 
regressed © (now in #) was O natal Midheaven; and the regressed ), 
which had entered ~ (the thighs) in January, entered the Vth house, that is 
it was exactly on the VIth cusp. Both indications were precise in June. 
The progressed © was A the natal Ascendant in the same month, from }. 
Presumably the disaster was mitigated by Reagan’s own natural resil- 
ience. 

In March 1952, when the marriage to Nancy Davis took place, the 
progressed MC was exactly ¢ ), Reagan’s Ascendant ruler. No doubt 
there were strains even then, for regressed o” was || the natal Ascendant in 
June and progressed ¢ O natal Ascendant in July, but the basic link was a 
fundamental one of career (Midheaven) to personal life (Ascendant ruler). 
Tt was a marriage destined to last.

I also like the angles showing the build-up to the 1980 presidential 
election. Reagan was nominated Republican candidate in July. The furor 
of the choice process had been going on for months before then and all the 
battle of election campaigning followed. Reagan had progressed © *« ¥ 
and progressed 2 A progressed X in June. Progressed o" was also ~ the 
Ascendant then, that is on the VIIIth cusp, the cusp of crisis. 

In August we have progressed Midheaven A © and progressed @ |i As- 
cendant. In September the regressed Ascendant was 0 ©. No doubt there 
were setbacks, and the race was tiring, but fortune was smiling. Nothing 
could hold him back. 

Even though I do not find exact angular directions for the other events 
listed, the strikingly appropriate ones just enumerated are really confirma- 
tion enough. For the other events there are plenty of other appropriate in- 
dications. Thus for the signing up by Wamer Brothers Studio in June 
1937(certainly a most crucial life-event for Reagan) we have regressed © 
A natal ) in the Xth plus regressed © regressed ¥ (the ruler of the film

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world), both exact in that month. Admittedly the o° is not a harmonious 
aspect while this was a success event, so my expectation rule is violated in 
this instance. The involvement of ¥ itself is probably what is crucial. But 
after all it did mean he was committing his life to the acting out and por- 
trayal of the unreal. Transiting 4 was ¢ \ till the 18th of June, and ° the 
Ascendant from the 8th to the 29th of June (on the Descendant) which 
tells a rather similar story. Transiting 4 was also ¢ progressed o (ruler of 
the natal MC) from June 28th to July 14th. 4 is the opening door, and 
undoubtedly Reagan was being catapulted (Mars) through it into his des- 
tined career. 


IHE INDICATIONS covering the adoption of a son in March 1945 

and the divorce from Jane Wyman in May-July 1948 are less clear 

cut, but there is a great deal we can learn from them. Let us look at 
the divorce first of all. 

There are no precise secondary directions measuring to the separation 
on May 5th and finalization of the divorce on July 19th. By that I mean 
directions which suggest an upsetting parting. We do have a * from pro- 
gressed ¥ to natal ) exact in May. What can we read into that? Was the 
separation just a matter of signing a legal piece of paper which quietly and 
more or less amicably recognized a fait accompli and set two people free? 

Anyone who has been through a marriage followed by a divorce knows 
the fundamental difference between these two legal actions. A marriage 
unequivocally starts something. It brings a new state of affairs into being. 
It usually means a major life change for both parties to it, and for that 
reason it is almost always clearly signified by a direction to or by an angle 
in the birth chart. There will of course be exceptions, the most common 
being where the partners have already been living together for some time 
and the legal ceremony is only a convenience formality. Divorce, on the 
other hand, is rarely the true start or end of anything. Usually it is simply 
one step in recognizing and trying to deal with an ongoing situation. Di- 
vorces which end with the parties living happily ever after are rare indeed, 

What was the position with Reagan? I think we can sce the situation 
developing only too clearly. His regressed 2 was o° ¥ in September 1946 
and his progressed 2 was 0 ¥ in August 1947. Both of them were in the 
film world and obviously that world was separating them sexually and 
emotionally (@ is natally in the VIIth house). 

In 1948 (the divorce year) itself one can see there was a rapid rundown 
towards the legal parting which must have been accompanied by relief. In 
January regressed o” was A the natal Midheaven. It was a marriage which 
had begun under an <° of progressed o” to the natal Ascendant and this can 
only have been the decision to end it. o is the ruler of the Midheaven and 
he had regressed from the VIth into the Vth house, so he wanted creative

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freedom. And then, in confirmation, the regressed MC itself was A @ in 
the IVth house in February, showing that it was a decision which would 
lead to greater home-life fulfillment. 

This example is a perfect illustration of the way in which explicit ex- 
ternal events are so often just a projection from the ever-changing and de- 
veloping web of feelings, thoughts and incipient decisions which are the 
basic stuff of which the life we experience is really made up. There are, of 
course, exceptions. Major illnesses and accidents, success in elections, 
and such things as murders and suicides will be some of them, and they 
will be reflected in exceptional directional indications. But to imagine that 
all events follow a similar pattern — that is, that they can be separated 
from their background and be considered simply as independent facts — 
and then suppose that some sort of mathematical lattice can be con- 
structed which will coincide with them vall, once we have enough of them, 
reveals a basic misunderstanding of what both life and Astrology are all 
about. Most of life is a complex, multi-stranded, interweaving pattern, and 
the major and minor astrological directions which reflect it interweave in a 
precisely similar way, as anyone can see who will take the trouble to set 
them up in a table, planet by planet, year by year, progressed alongside 
regressed. One must specify the month of exactness, but only the most 
exceptional events coincide exactly with those exact points. For the rest 
one must assume an orb of influence of a few months before and after ex- 
actness — in the case of a major Solar aspect it may be up to a year be- 
fore and after —in just the same way that the concems of life itself de- 
velop and wax and wane over the course of months or years. 

Only transits can be expected to yield a fairly substantial correlation 
with day by day events, and even they only if converse transits and tran- 
sits over progressed positions are considered alongside contemporary ones 
over natal positions. Then they can certainly reflect the intensity of a par- 
ticular period, though probably without giving as definite a clue to its real 
underlying meaning as directions do, Thus in Reagan’s case, over the pe- 
riod of the separation and divorce, transit X (natally on the VIIth cusp) 
was ¢ ¥ (natal and progressed) from May 24th to June 30th. 4 was ° 
natal © from May 3rd to June 7th and o the progressed Ascendant from 
July 22nd till August 8th (the © is natally in the VIIth house). 4 too 
(coming from the natal IVth house) was & ¥ (natal and progressed) from 
May 21st till June 8th. Naturally it was the end of the home life that had 
been. This transit was repeated three times between February 23rd and 
October 31st. And finally transiting ¥ was o the progressed ) on July 
16th and then kept pace with it right up until January 24th, 1949. So the 
public and the film world knew all about it and weaved their fantasies and 
scandals according to their taste. 
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Converse transits tell an almost identical story. Thirty-seven years 
back from 1911 brings us to 1874, corresponding to 1948. ¥ was ¢ natal 
) from November 13th, 1947 to June 22nd, 1948 and again from Septem- 
ber 26th onwards. ¥ came from the XIIth to the Xth so all Reagan’s hid- 
den life — whatever hidden life was possible for him in the film world — 
became public property. ¥ ° ® in the [Vth house from June 28th till Oc- 
tober 31st — again that film world intrusion into his private life. It had 
been going on already in 1947 when ¥ was & ® from January to June and 
again in November and December. And » o from May 20th till August 
15th, 1948 and the Ascendant from June 13th till July 20th. With 4 
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natally in the Xth (equal house) and X on the VIIth cusp that transit was 
undoubtedly the clincher. 

Surely no-one can contest the stunning appropriateness of all these 
transits, both direct and converse? A very few, such as the direct transit of 
X and \ to o or & ¥, would also occur with the Sutherland/Harvey chart 
but they would have no relevance to marital and home life. The transits to 
the ), ® and the Ascendant would not occur at all. 


W: MUST NOW look back at that March 1945 adoption of a 
son. Was it an attempt to keep the marriage together? Whose 
idea really was it — Reagan’s or Jane’s? 

One must ask because really there are none of the warm, caring indi- 
cations in force, whether by secondary direction or transit, which one 
would expect when two partners are as one in desiring a child. 

Let us begin with the transits this time — and note well, all of them 
will have been in force whatever Reagan’s true birthtime was. Only the 
houses involved will differ. 

By direct transit over natal positions 4 £ o’ from January 23rd till 
April 15th. 4 was natally in the Xth and o’ in the VIth, ruling the MC, in 
my © rising chart — hardly the sort of indication one would expect for 
someone adopting a child. But it doesn’t become a nice aspect for an 
adoption whatever houses are involved. 

When we come to consider transits over progressed positions, 4 ° © 
from March 16th till April 1st. Converse transits (1945 = 1877) show \ 
& ¥ from February 19th till March 2nd and 4 o 2 from March 20th till 
April 11th. Again, all these aspects apply whatever the true birthtime. 
Little comment is necessary. 

Let us look at progressions. The & rising chart confirms itself by con- 
firming the above transit picture. 

I think the directions made by the angles tell the clearest story. The re- 
gressed Ascendant was ~ \ in May 1945 and o ¥ in October. With 
natally on cusp VII it looks as though the adoption caused a cleavage 
between Reagan and his wife, a rift which became definitely established 
when the Ascendant reached ¥. The progressed Midheaven tells us the 
same, ° \ (in the IVth house) in August. It was the beginning of the end 
of that marriage, even though a A of regressed ? to natal ), exact in July 
1946, helped to prolong it for a while longer. During the whole of 1947 
regressed ¥ was stationary only 10° from exactly ¢ \K. When it started 
moving away again in 1948 they faced the facts and parted. 

None of the above affects the fact that Reagan has been a man of suf- 
ficient caliber to maintain a loyal interest in his adopted son during all his 
life after the divorce. 
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HAT NOW of the other elections in Reagan’s life prior to his 
election to the presidency? 


Precisely what his election to be Chairman of the Motion

Converse transit ¥ 
natal ) was one of a series of contacts which began late in 1946. The 
relevant one to the election began on September 26, 1948 and lasted till 
January 6, 1949. It was followed by another between April and Novem- 
ber, just as it had been preceded by a contact which covered the period of 
the separation in 1948. It shows unmistakably that Reagan’s whole career 
was being transformed over these three years. He was becoming not 
merely a film actor but a public figure with a destiny — someone in touch 
with the deeper currents operating beneath the surface of things, ¥. At this 
time it manifested in the film world only, where such a thing as a divorce 
did not hold him back. Later it would manifest on the world stage. 

These transits to the ) could not occur in the Sutherland/Harvey chart 
where the ) is placed 8%4° earlier in 8. Slow moving ¥ and ¥ would have 
reached that ) many years before.

N OCCULTATION also figures in the indications governing the 
assassination attempt on Reagan’s life on March 30th, 1981. 

By and large the directions are not very illuminating for that 
date but there is one very clear transit indeed. By direct transit K o° 9 from 
January 14th till April 22nd. X is the ruler of the natal VIIIth house and 2 
is natally in that house. Moreover @ rules the IVth house (the End of Life 
as well as simply the home). The three “new” planets and % had not been 
making contacts with progressed bodies or angles in Reagan’s chart for 
some years, so this X contact came like a bolt from the blue 

There was also, by converse transit, 4 ¢° ¥ which was exact in March 
1981. Moreover some direct transits o° natal MC seem to show a build-up 
to the event: by  (natally in the IVth) between February 24th and March 
14th and % (natal Xth) from F ebruary 18th till March 20th. Clearly it was 
a dicey time. The fact that by direction regressed 2 (natally in the VIIIth) 
was both and II regressed ¥ also rubs the lesson home. 

The significant occultation this time was from the regressed ) to re- 
gressed 4, exact in February 1981. The regressed ) was in the [Vth 
house, as was \4, both at that time and natally. Reagan had just turned 70 
on February 6th, and at that age the IVth house certainly has an End of 
Life significance. 

The same occultation occurred once before in Reagan’s lifetime, in 
May 1953. I have no information about what happened then, but the sig- 
nification would be entirely different, He was in the prime of life and he 
had just remarried in the previous year. A stressed emphasis on \ in the 
IVth at that time probably confirmed the stress and happiness of his new 


5 Readers who are not inexorably opposed to all consideration of hypothetical, or at 
least unproved, planets in any circumstances may possibly be interested in the position 
of Minos at the time of that assassination attempt. The location and elements of the 
orbit of Minos were published in 1961 by the German astronomer Prof. Kritzinger. 
However, apart from an initial flurry of excitement at the time, interest died away — 
unjustifiably in my opinion. In an article on the planet I noted that at the birth of Presi- 
dent Kennedy Minos was in 28°21 % in the IVth house and that on the date of his as- 
sassination it was ¢ X by transit on the cusp of the Vth house. Minos rules 8, which is 
on the cusp of Kennedy’s VIIIth house. Thus it was the VIIth house ruler and it had 
come from the Vth, the End of Life.

Thus X and Minos, natally ¢, were now exactly in o°, one ° and the other ¢ the VIIth 
house ?. Coincidence? I don’t think so, Lucky for Reagan the shots didn’t hit him in the 
neck. He was shot in the chest, ruled by 2, the Sign opposite the VIlIth house cusp, so 
he recovered. 
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marriage. Since it was 4 that was involved perhaps even in 1981 the oc- 
cultation signified a fortunate outcome of a critical event. 

I would be interested to know what, if anything, occurred round about 
October 1939 when the regressed ) made an earlier occultation of re- 
gressed %. Was there any foreshadowing of his later destiny to figure on 
the world stage? I have no information. 

Needless to say, all these aspects only have the significance I have as- 
cribed to them if the © rising chart is correct. If only Reagan would tell 
us! 

For my final paragraph I will take a leaf out of Nick Sutherland’s 
book. I ask anyone who disagrees with the chart I have presented to sub- 
ject any alternative chart they propose to as thorough a directional analy- 
sis, progressed and regressed, as I have done with this one. Moreover, let 
them take their own chart, if the time is exactly known, or that of any 
other adult whose birthtime is exactly known, and perform a similar pro- 
gressed and regressed directional survey. I think they will find, as I have, 
that only certain particularly outstanding, more or less backgroundless, 
events coincide exactly with progressed or regressed angular directions. 
The rest are portrayed by a web of interplanetary directions. Nevertheless, 
if the chart truly is accurate, these too will stunningly reflect the evolving 
atmosphere and developments of the period concerned.

A Response to Prier Wintle’s Critique

RIER WINTLE com- 

pletely rejects the time 

Nick Sutherland and I 

propose for Ronald 
Reagan, yet it seems to me that he 
hasn’t realized the significance of 
the paragraph of mine which Nick 
quotes on page 26 of the article’. 
Prier himself has produced a chart 
based wholly on his own subjective 
judgment of Reagan’s character, 
and “confirmed” it by means of 
progressions and transits. I myself 
have found the hard way (by being 
wrong in far too many rectification 
tests!) that it is all too easy to find 
appropriate progressions and di- 
rections which appear to confirm 
wholly wrong charts, so I place 
little reliance on them for such a 
purpose. Transits to angles are a 
different matter, but only when a 
large number of them can be found 
and when they are tabulated in the 
way Bernadette Brady recom-

point to remember in rectification is that 
indications that are in accordance with 
events do not prove anything, regardless 
of the predictive technique being used, as 
they may be no more than coincidences, 
no matter how numerous or appropriate or 
accurately timed they may be.

mended in her excellent article? can 
they be relied on to confirm a hypo- 
thetical time. 

I am, I’m afraid, unconvinced 
by charts drawn up to accord with 
anyone’s impression of another’s 
character. To my knowledge, no 
one proceeding in this way has ever 
been right in a rectification test, 
and in the “find the vocation” ex- 
ercises I have been running in As- 
trologer’s Forum those people who 
have based their judgments on 
Signs and house positions of plan- 
ets have always been wrong. Re- 
sults like these hardly inspire con- 
fidence. That is why I have devel- 
oped rectification techniques which 
as much as possible try to exclude 
subjective judgment. These tech- 
niques begin by excluding those 
time ranges which produce indica- 
tions inappropriate to given events, 
and proceed where possible by av- 
eraging times to get an approxima- 
tion of the true time. For these 
methods to work adequately, one 
needs a great deal of biographical 
information, which unfortunately is 
not always available, but for such 
a public person as Reagan a 
lengthy biography was not hard to

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find, and that is why Nick and I 
chose to work on him. 

Prier has taken one look at my 
Tesults from using age harmonics 
and thrown up his hands in horror. 
He is perfectly entitled not to use 
harmonics in his own practice, but 
he can’t just ignore the results 
which so clearly show that the time 
has to be in the early morning. We 
used three unrelated methods to 
limits Reagan’s birth time to the 
early morning, yet Prier makes no 
mention of the other two, viz. aver- 
aging times from secondary pro- 
gressions of the ©, and of times 
derived from the position of the ) 
in solar returns. Surely no one 
would doubt the validity and sig- 
nificance of either solar progres- 
sions or of lunar conjunctions in 
solar returns, 

Prier says that his chief objec- 
tion is not with the “method of 
production” of our article, yet it 
seems to me that if he is to reject 
our time it is just that which he 
must deal with: he can’t simply 
ignore the results from these three 
methods which we used to limit the 
birth time to the early morning, but 
must be able to at least strongly 
Suggest that either the methods 
don’t work or that we have misin- 
terpreted the results. In particular, 
I cannot accept that the average of 
times from secondary progressions 
of the © could differ from the true 
time by more than twelve hours. In 
my experience with this method, 
where there are enough dates to 
work from, as there are in Rea- 
gan’s case, the average of so many 
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times from progressed aspects of 
the © is usually within a couple of 
hours of the correct time. This 
more than anything else convinces 
me that Reagan’s birth time has to 
be in the early moming. Harmonics 
don’t have to come into it at all. 

It is quite true that Nick and I 
haven’t attempted to evaluate the 
chart we produced, but that really 
was beside the point. I think we 
have shown that the birth time can- 
not be anywhere else, so what is 
left must be the correct time if we 
are right. The only possible way 
we would be wrong is if some sig- 
nificant events occurred at the 
same time as those we listed in our 
article and these other events were 
of a different nature to the ones we 
used. I keep coming back to the 
result from the progressed solar 
method: it shows that the time can- 
not be anywhere but in the mom- 
ing. 

Prier says that Reagan has to 
have ¥ on either the ASC or MC 
because he was a film star. I 
looked through the usual collec- 
tions of data for charts of film stars 
and actors, and not many had ¥ on 
any angle. Astrology isn’t always 
as neat as we might like. 

Prier objects to our chart be- 
cause it has no planets in the Xth 
house, which he thinks is impossi- 
ble for a President, yet L. B. John- 
son’s chart has a vacant Xth and 
its ruler is in the XIIth. McKinley 
also had a vacant Xth; MC ruler in 
the IInd O % in the XIIth. James 
Garfield, Ulysses Grant, Andrew 
Johnson, Abraham Lincoln, Frank- 


lin Pierce, Millard Fillmore, John 
Tyler and James Madison all had 
vacant Xth houses.’ 

Planets in the VIIth aren’t any 
more reliable as indications of 
marital history. I can immediately 
think of someone well known to me 
who is happily married, yet she has 
three planets in the VIIth and all 
are afflicted, and the ruler of the 
VIIth is in the XIIth squared by ! 
Another client, who has a vacant 
VIlth, has been twice married; her 
first marriage ended by her hus- 
band’s sudden death, her second by 
divorce. It is so easy to produce 
unequivocally correct charts which 
fail to conform to one’s expecta- 
tions based on the natives’ charac- 
ters or histories. What does that 
say about one’s expectations? 

That is why I choose to ignore 
all expectations of what a chart 
ought to look like when making a 
rectification and concentrate on 
results from reliable predictive 
techniques, and then as much as 
possible to prefer to exclude times 
which give wrong indications in 
those predictive techniques. As I 
have said before, indications which 
are in accordance with events or, I 
might add, with character traits 
too, don’t prove anything, no mat- 
ter how numerous they are, as they 
may all be just coincidence. Only 
indications which are clearly con- 
trary to given events and traits can 
be relied on, and then only to ex- 
clude the wrong times; for exam-

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ple, a chart which gives progressed 
© c » for an overwhelmingly fa- 
vorable event must be wrong. That 
sort of indication is all that one can 
be sure of in rectification. 

I hope after all this that I am 
not giving the impression that I 
think that there is no way in the 
world that I can be wrong. I do say 
that as far as I can see from the 
biographical data I have for Rea- 
gan that his birth time has to be in 
the early morning, and also that 
from my experience charts based 
on one’s impression of another’s 
character are very often wrong, 
because how well can we ever hope 
to know another person? If Prier, 
or anyone else, is convinced that 
Nick and I are wrong, he or she 
should be able to show us how and 
where we have erred. So far Prier 
has not done this.
